In filing a claim fur VUC benefits 
at the local office veterans must sat­ 
isfy eligibility requirements of the 
Pennsylvania Unemployment C om -j 
pensation Law.

leans recorded m ixed reaction last 
night to his firm stand for civil 
rights legislation and against giv- I 
ing the states title to the oil-rich 
subm erged coastal lands. 
B arging Into the tough issues 
Republicans have raised against 
him. the D em ocratic presidential j 
nom inee likened M iam i’s cleanup 
action 
in 
gam bling scandals 
to 
steps he had taken in Illinois. He 
prom ised to “ follow the sam e pat- | 
tern of action in W ashington,” if 
he wins on Nov. 4. 
Touched By Scandal 
"You 
have 
been 
touched 
by 
scandals bred by an unsavory alli­ 
ance between a national crim inal 
syndicate and the sem i-legitim ate 
operators who cluster around the 
fringes of the entertainm ent busi­ 
ness.” Stevenson said in a talk 
prepared for a party rally at Bay 
Front Park. 
“ But I w as pleased to see that 
you 
have 
learned 
the 
practical 
lesson taught m e in m y tim e as 
governor of Illinois—that corrup­ 
tion will not w ait for leisurely a t­ 
tention. 
“ It m ust be attacked by those in 
authority and it m ust be ruthlessly 
rooted out before it has a chance to

Gen

Eisenhow er, 
the 
Republican presidential nominee, 
has m ade alleged corruption in 
governm ent one of his chief sta lk ­ 
ing points in the cam paign.

Stevenson 
for 
disclosures

horsem eat was sold as beef in 
Illinois and that state tax stam ps 
w ere counterfeited. 
Stevenson

honest criticism could be m ade of 
the D em ocratic national adm inis­ 
tration. 
“ I claim that our D em ocratic 
leaders are and have been pretty 
good hum an beings—but I m ake 
no claim to infallibility on their 
behalf.” 
Contrast With Depression 
As he did in cam paigning In 
Oklahom a 
and Louisiana y ester­ 
day. the Illinois governor em pha­ 
sized what he said w ere Dem ocrt- 
ic contributions to the country’s 
prosperity. He called attention to 
the difference between conditions 
now and in the depression of 20 
years ago when the R epublicans 
w ere in power.

In an area where the civil rights 
issue is politically touchy, he said 
flatly he stands on the D em ocrat­ 
ic platform ’s declaration for the 
elim ination of racial discrim ina­ 
tion and for a change in the Sen­ 
ate rules which have allowed fili­ 
busters to kill civil rights bills.

Doesn't Blame Stevenson 
Hicks said he didn't blam e Ste­ 
venson, adding that he plans to 
vote for the D em ocratic nominee

The Negro reporter said when 
he was traveling with Eisenhower 
he had been given accom m oda­ 
tions at a Miami, Fla., hotel with­ 
out question.
